Calcutta, Mar. 11,—The murder ot 
the police inspector, Shamsal Alam, 
has had immediate results, 

At the first meeting of the new im- 
perial legislative council, Lord Minto, 
the viceroy, referred to the tragedy, 
describing it as a brutal murder with- 
in the precinets of the high court. 

The end of British tolerance he said 
has been reached, and the government 
was now determined to put down the 
causes which led to these crimes with 
a firm hand, “We shall no longer 
tolerate,” declared = the ~—- vigeroy,

ter. We are determined to bridle lit- 
erary license.” 

The Allpore case ,at the hearing of 
which Alam was shot dead, has been 
marked by a serious of tragedies; tho 
murder of the principal witness in 
prison, the murder of the publie pro- 
secutor, an attempt to murder tne 
| government prosecutor, «nd finally 
the murder of the police officer Sham- 
sul Alam in court. 

This trial has lasted nearly two 
years, and at various stages has cost 
the government $15,000 a month, to 
say nothing of the discontent and bad 
feeling caused by the lews delays. 

On May 2, 1908, after the murder of 
Mrs. Kennedy, end her daughter, at 
Muzafarpur, the Calcutta police raid-

The lower part of the glacier in 
which the bodies are expected to be 
found, known as the Bossons glacier, 
passes through pine forests and 
touches the Chamonix valley one 
hour's distance from the town, Every 
summer hundreds of tourists cross the 
Bossons, which is quite a promenade.

By 3 goals to 1 the Edmonton prefes- 
sional team defeated the Prince Albert 
pros, at the Thistle Rink last night and 
retain the Fit Reform cup and title to 
the championship of Western Canada.

Their forward line was even less 
effective than in the first game of the 
scries. Boulton, Deeton and McLeod eas- 
ily supset their rushes, which were of a 
hit or mies fashion and entirely lacking 
in concerted effort. Crawford was light- 
ning fast on his skates but could not 
nurss the puck along through the slush | 
and pools of water, 

Edmonton rushed the play from the 
start and seemed about to score in the 
first minute of the game. The Prince 
Albert team saved their goal by massing 
their entire team in frent of it and 
blocking play. Niceties were entirely dis- 
regarded in the struggle which became 
almest fierce. McLeod, Banford and 
Crawford went to the bench in quick 
succession for rest periods of two min- 
utes each, making a tearful remonstrance. 
While Crawford sat on the bench he 
groaned to see Deeton make the first tally 
fer Edmonton, after just ten minutes 
play. . Scotty McLeod, who made his first 
appearance in professional hockey and 
used his weight in checking like a hu- 
man bullet, was the next to go to the 
penitent bench, his term being three 
minutes, His lip was badly cut and 
there was a delay of about five minutes 
while the wound was being treated. On 
the continuance of play Edmonton press- 
ed strongly but were unable to score and 
the half ended 1-0 in favor of the locals. 

In the last few minutes of the first 
half five penalties were handed out by 
the judge of play, Banford went off a 
second time for two minutes, Crawford 
twice in suecession for two minute per- 
iods, Deeton for two minutes and C. | 
Leach for three minutes. Though Prince 
Albert got the heaviest share of the pen- 
alties, the crowd became incensed at the 
rulings of the judge of play and vocifer- 

_ ously hurled wrathy epithets at that an- | 
fortunate individual. What the specta 
tors and players had to say of hie rul- 
ings was enough to charge the wire 
sercen with electricity.

An electric light 
wire crossing a supporting wire was the |

Four men went to the bench in the 
first few minutes of the second half.

PROPOSED DEAD MEAT INDUSTRY 


Mention of a proposal that has been 
made to the Dominion government, to 
establish a great. dead meat industry 
in Canada, was made by Dr. J. G. 
Rutherford, of Ottawa, Dominion live 
stock commissioner, recently, © while 
addressing the members of the Dom- 
inion Swine Breeders’ association. 

“My department,” said Dr. Ruther- 
ford, “has been endeavoring to find 
the real cause of the decreased produc- 
tion of hogs. While the decrease has 
not been as great as has been report- 
ed, we have found that it is serious. 
The department has officials in all of 
the packing establishments of | the 
country, and thus we are able to keep 
pratty close track of the number oi 
hogs being slaughtered. The packers 
have advised us @o conduct experi- 
ments to demonstrate 10 our farmers 
what it costs to produce hogs. We 
have not cared to undertake work °f 
this nature, as we have felt that our 
farmers are pretty well informed on 
this point. My impression that 
our packers are in a measure to blame 
for the shortage of hogs, inasmuch as 
they have taken advantage oi the sit- 
uation, when hogs have been. plenti- 
ful ,to pay the farmers a low price 
in order that they might earn larg: 
dividends for themselves instead of 
using these extra profits to pav_ bet- 
ter prices when hogs were scarce. 

“The people in our western — pro- 
vinees are great people to blow  be- 
cause they have found that the more 
they blow the more they grow, and 
therefore the more they grow the more 
they blow. Last year they came to 
the government and wanted to have 
their bonds guaranteed for $8,000,000 
in erder that the could establish a 
great dead meat industry. We went 
into their proposition with them care- 
fully, and finally got them to consent 
to reduce their request to a basis of 
$1,750,000, and as yet the government 
has not accepted the proposition as 
amended. While this scheme may not 
be ractical, it has the germ of # greai 
ide. If we could establish a dead 
meat industry covering the eastern 
as well as the western provinees and 
guaranteeing a reasonable profit to 
our producers as well as fair prices 
for their products, it would ba of en- 
ormous benefit to the country. The 
success of agriculture depends upon 
our live stock indusiry, as otherwis> 
the fertility of the soil could not be 
maintained,

Vancouver, B.C., March 11—Chief Joe 
Capilano, the Indian who carried the ap- 
peal of the British Columbia land ques- 
tion to King Edward, died today of 
pneumonia, He was recognized as the 
leader of all the coast Indians. 


HAD ROUGH VOYAGE. 

Rev. V. F. Dawson, M.A., LL.D., of 
Banbridge, County Down, Ireland, arriv- 
ed in the city yesterday, direct from the 
old country. The reverend gentleman 
was principal of the school in his native 
town and will in all probability enter 
thereducational work of the Baptist 
Church in this province. His wife and 
family are still in Ireland. 

When asked of his voyage Mr. Dawson 
stated that the captain of the Empress 
of Britain had said that the last trip 
had been the roughest voyage he had 
ever experienced, and Mr. Dawson said 
that it was a truly terrible trip, 

“If we had had accommodation on this 
vessel, fit for human beings, at least 
two lives that were lost during the 
height of the storm would have been 
saved,” declared Rev. Mr. Dawson. 
“There should be an-sinvestigation and 
the C.P.R. or any other corporation that 
is doing a transportation business and 
that handles its passengers worse than 
the pigs and cattle of Ireland, should 
be called to account for the lives being 
sacrificed. 

“The vessel had 1,500 passengers, 160 
first-class, 475 second-class and the re- 
mainder third-class, The third-class pas- 
sengers were forced to sleep in a sort of 
pigeon hole bed the only means that they 
had of getting in was feet first, and when 
in, they could not sit up straight. When 
a great wave struck the vessel there were 
two people washed overboard, and the 
reason they were in a position to be 
washed away, was that there was no 
place else for them. Thirty passengers 
crowded to suffocation the social hall of 
the second-class passengers, and the bal- 
ance had no place to take recreation. 

“It is a disgrace, and is a etate of 
affairs that is hard to realize could ex- 
ist. The passengers protested, but noth- 
ing could be done and it was a poor time 
to protest after two lives were sacrificed. 

“The C.P.R. has never made a state- 
ment that two lives were lost on the way 
over. I suppose they don’t want to, but 
it is high time that the government have 
an investigation of this state of affairs.” 

Mr. Dawson said that the Liberal Na- 
tional feeling was growing among the 
Protestants in Ireland, and that the 
prosperity of . the country was better 
than at any time during the reign of 
the Tory party. At the same time the 
people of Ireland realized that the pres- 
ent government did not do all for Ire- 
land that they might have done, and 
this accounts for several Liberal seats 
being lost. Representatives that were 
returned were given no ear bythe gov- 
ernment and T. W, Russell himself al- 
though a minister himself realized that 
he had very little power. Ireland was 
breaking away from the contest of the 
church, Mr. Dawson ¢aid, and although 
the church was still supreme in ques- 
tiona of morality, the people were de- 
manding the right to liberty of con- 
science in all other matters and the po- 
litical question was one of these. 

The belief in home rule was strong and 
especially in the north. Home Rule would 
not mean complete severance from Eng- 
land, but a legislative power to an Irish 
Government to control Irish affaire. 

“We don’t want to have all our af- 
fairs carried across to England to be ad- 
ministered by people who do not under- 
stand conditions in Ireland.” said Mr. 
Daweon.
